Losses by Weeds 
The loss to the through 
dockage was growing year, 
which showed the cost of weeds. In 
Alberta in 1908 the dockage was only 
2.2 per cent., while in 1920 it was 5.1. 
Last year it was nearly five per-cent.. 
with a loss to the farmers‘of over 
$8,000,000, They would therefore see 
the necessity for a ceaseless campaign 
against weeds. 


Soil Will Work Out 

Alberta stood at the top at present 
on average yield per acre, the wheat 
yield for the past twenty years having 
averaged 18 bushels. Saskatchewan 
for the same period was 16.09, Mani- 
toba was 16.7, Minnesota 13.4, and 
South Dakota 10.9. There was no 
reason to suppose that our land was so 
much superior to that of these prov- 
inces and states that our average 
would not drop as theirs had done, and 
he predicted that unless our methods 
changed it would run down to 11

Use Registered Wheat 

Mr, Stephens advised farmers to sow 
wheat of a standard variety. The great 
dbject of farming was to get the 
maximum crop from the minimum 
acreage. The use of registered wheat 
would increase the yield per acre, and 
keep Atberta’s standard up in the 
world’s markets. 

In conclusion, he stressed the value 
of agricultural schools, not so much 
for the education they gave, but in the
